Jous Tugpofition, Catition and Secrecy aré the only

that they heard “em, look’d fcorntully around ’em, and

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Carriage to his Cuftomeis, But the Deputy himéelf, 
whofe Brains are intoxicated with Mock-Honour, and 
whofe aftronting Behaviour renders hii odious to all 
forts of reafonable Pcople, has fet ‘em fuch an Ex- 
ample of Pride and Arrogaiice, that ‘tis as impoffible 
to root out a falfe Education in fuch Creatures, as to 
refine a (upid Fellow, whois wholly ignorant of Na- 
turc, her Beginnings, Growrhis, Gifts and Bounties!
